Automobile License Plates i in Whole 
United States Now Standardized to 
Conform to S. A. E. Bracket Slots 


Special from A. D. N. Washington Burean 


ASHINGTON, May 1.— 
Automobile license plates for 

1928 in forty-eight states, the Dis- 
trict of Columbia, Porto Rico, 
Alaska, Hawaii and the Philippine 
Islands, now conform in_ the 
standard plate bracket slots de- 
veloped by the Society of Auto- 
motive Engineers. 

This announcement was made to- 
day by Ray M. Hudson, assistant di- 
rector of the commercial standards 
group of the United States Bureau 
of Standards, who said that this is 


the first year in which all the plates | 


were in with the 
standard. 

Several years ago the assistance of 
the government was requested by 
the S. A. E. in developing the adop- 
tion of the standard. The division 
of simplified practice of the Depart- 
ment of Commerce took 
matter with several state motor ve- 
hicle authorities, urging them to 
recognize this standard, inasmuch 
as there was a large variety of plate 
punchings at that time. 

Relatively few of them matched 
up with the standard plate bracket 
slots developed by the S. A. E. At 
the time the problem was presented 
to the department, consideration 
also was given to the possibilities of 
standardizing the size of the plate 
symbols, the gauges of metal, size 
of plates, code of numbering, loca- 
tion of plates on cars, illumination | 
of the license plates, and the co- 
ordination of color selection. 


Practically all cars now come 
through production, Mr. Hudson 
explained, equipped with standard 
plate mounting brackets, so it is 
no longer necessary to file, punch, 
drill, or otherwise mutilate plates 
in order that they will fit, thus 
eliminating much of the annual 
annoyance to motorists when 
changing plates, Mr. Hudson 
pointed out.

use of a power plant, taken from a Moon car, for 
emergency duty in a heavy four-ton truck, whose engine 
had gone to pieces. The truck was being used in the trans- 
portation of cotton seed, and it was imperative that it 
should remain in continuous service during the rush season, 
when planting had to be done. 

The engine from the Moon, which had already driven 
the passenger car 46,000 miles, was transferred to the truck 
and has since been delivering ample power to drive the 
truck with a load of three-and-a-half tons. The owner of 
the truck says that it has been in use for two years on its 
heavier job and that no adjustments have been necessary 
to keep it on the daily grind.

Another special use of a Continental power plant, an 
H2, is also reported from the cotton country. It is one of 
many furnishing power to expel the insecticide dust used 
to control the pests that prey on the cotton plants. The 
engine is 24,x4'4, and develops from 9 to 19 h. p., with 
11 at 1,200 r. p. m., the recommended governed speed.

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Marked Improvement S 


Slump Period 
Now Appears 
To Be Ended 


By ROGER BURLINGAME 
INCINNATI, May 1.—Forecasts 
of a good spring business, 
made by leading Cincinnati motor 
car dealers, in the face of disap- 
pointing sales during the first 
quarter of the’ year, are being 
justified by present conditions, 
registrations for the first twenty- 
five days in April showing an 
increase of 228 sales over the 
same period last year and an in- 
crease of 430 over the total for 
the entire month of March. 

Similar conditions are apparent 
in the used car market, April sales 
for the first twenty-five days being 
609 in excess of the same period 
last year and only 270 behind the 
total sales for March. With five 
days remaining in the month, if 
the daily average continues, an in- 
crease of more than 600. sales will 
be revealed. 

Several factors have affected 
local conditions materially and are 
held to have been responsible for 
a decided slump in March. The 
fact that personal property assess- 
ments became effective April 1 had 
much to do with buyers holding off 
and bad weather conditions through 
March and early April also retarded 
buying. With a break in the 
weather, sales began to pick up and 
for the last ten days the demand 
has been brisk. Confidence is ex- 
pressed that the improvement will 
continue and from now until July 
a steadily growing demand is ex- 
pected. ae : 

The gratifying conditions in the 
car field are reflected in the business 
of tire dealers and parts and acces- 
sory stores. Leaders in the latter 
field are especially enthusiastic over 
the existing conditions and the out- 
look, one dealer, handling all auto- 
motive lines, declaring business for 
April already had more than doubled 
that of the preceding month. . 

Naturally, conditions in outside 
territory, for which Cincinnati is the 
jobbing and distribution center, are 
participating in the improvement, 
though car distributors and acces- 
sory men have had little complaint 
from outside sections in spite of the 
very apparent slump in the city 
proper during the first quarter. 

While all motor car lines are par- 
ticipating in the increased demand, 
activity among a half dozen has fea- 
tured the month’s business. This is 
true particularly as regards Whip- 
pet, Essex, Oldsmobile and Buick, 


which have been in a close contest | 


for second place, with honors vary- 
ing from day to day. Chevrolet still 
leads the procession by a wide mar- 
gin. Fords are being delivered in 
increasing quantities daily, and an- 
nouncement that the Ford assembly 
plant here would open Monday, May 
8, was greeted with enthusiasm by 
Ford dealers, who have suffered as 
a result of inability to supply the 
demand for cars. 


J. W. Tarbill, president of the 
Cincinnati Automobile Dealers’ 
Association, expressed himself as 
exceptionally gratified with condi- 
tions, and declared the consensus 
among dealers is that predictions 
of an unusually good spring, far 
in excess of last year’s figures, 
would be justified. Continuing, 
he said :— 

“Business with Packard has shown 
an appreciable upturn and from all 
reports the improvement has been 
general, though in a few instances 
the sales spurt has been a real sur- 
prise. This, of course, has reference 
to the lower-priced and medium- 
priced cars. The condition is 
especially gratifying in view of the 
Splendid demand for used cars 
which, apparently, has had little 
effect in slowing up new car sales. 
Given an even break by the weather 
man, the automotive industry in all 
its branches in Cincinnati will enjoy 
an exceptionally good business this 
spring and summer.”

| Incidentally, Ford sales have been 
slowly but steadily climbing from 
thirty-five in January to 149 in Feb- 
ruary and quite a jump to 373 in 
March, bringing the “universal car” 
total up to 557 for the first quarter, 
as against 3,617 last year, which, 
however, left Los Angeles still 3,060

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The Cost of Retooling 


EW PEOPLE realize the expenditures that are neces- 

sary in fitting a factory or an organization to produce 
a new motor vehicle. The American Machinist recently 
published some interesting figures on the costs of retool- 
nig the Ford plants for production of the new Model A, and 
when we say that the estimate of the money spent so far 
is $17,500,000, with a possibility that the total may reach 
$25,000,000, some idea of what modern expenditures in 
this field are may be gained. 

Equipment of the Ford plants when they were turn- 
ing out the Model T was considered about as complete and 
comprehensive as any existing in the industrial world. Yet 
when the task of retooling the plants for the new model 
began it was necessary to rebuild 50 per cent. of the equip- 

ment-then in use. This rebuilding of existing equipment cost 
a total of $4,500,000. The sum of $4,000,000 was expended 
for new machine tools of general character and another 
$4,000,000 was spent for machine tools designed for special 
Model A work. In the purchase of dies and fixtures another 
$5,000,000 went. 

The tool design department of the Ford organization 
had to build hundreds of new and special machines to take

care of various operations connected with the building of 
the Model A. In the tool rooms at Fordson, which number 


\six, there are 8,000 employees. Three hundred welding 
machines, many of them designed for special operations on 
the Model A, had to be built, the machines costing anywhere

The problem of the Ford organization was compli- 
cated by the fact that during its retooling and rearrange- 
ment period the demand for Model T parts continued 
unabated. As a matter of fact the demand for Model T parts 
runs to about $10,000,000 per month and at the present 
time one-eighth of the capacity of the Detroit plants is 
given up to making parts for the old model. 

The job of retooling a big modern organization and the 
cost of it are enough to make any manufacturer thoughiful.

automobiles and airplanes to 
movie films and insects. 

At least a score of the most fa- 
mous universities in the United 
States have announced the opening 
of new research divisions in which 
air conditions are manipulated me- 
chanically. 

It was the automobile which 
brought about the first really ex- 
tensive scientific experiments with 
air conditions through the air re- 
search laboratory in the United 
State Bureau of Mines, at Pitts- 
burgh, and the data gleaned from 
these tests made possible the Hol- 
land, Liberty and other tunneling 


projects. 
Then the industry, under the 
leadership of General Motors, 


Ford, Willys-Overland, Hudson- 
Essex and others, installed air re- 
search laboratories to study the 
effect of air conditions on radia- 
tors, motors, metals, gasoline, con- 
trol of carbon monoxide gas and 
other problems.

ASHINGTON, May 1.—Trans- 
portation of passengers and 
freight by motor vehicle across
